Dr.  Chauncey  C.  Riddle 
was  appointed  yesterday  to  the 
post  of  Dean  of  Graduate  Studies 
by  President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 

Riddle,  a doctor  of  philosophy, 
has  been  a member  of  the  BYU 
faculty  since  1952  and  is  currently 
serving  as  chairman  of  graduate 
studies  in  religious  education. 

Riddle  will  fill  the  opening  left 
by  the  shift  of  Dr.  Wesley  P.  Lloyd, 
present  dean  of  graduate  sgudies,  to 
the  position  of  dean  of  the 
graduate  school  of  arts  and  sciences 
at  the  United  States  International 
University  at  San  Diego,  Calif. 

The  dean  of  graduate  studies  is  in 
charge  of  all  fields  of  study  beyond 
the  bachelor’s  degree.  BYU  now 
offers  areas  of  doctorate  study  in 
more  than  3 5 fields  and  21 
different  departments.  Master’s 
degrees  are  open  in  some  80  fields 
ranging  over  45  different 
departments. 

Areas  of  post  graduate  study 
have  been  open  at  BYU  since  1918. 
The  first  doctorate  was  awarded  48 
years  after  the  program  came  into 
being  in  1961.  Since  that  time 
more  than  3,600  master’s  and 
doctor’s  degrees  have  been  issued. 

Dr.  Riddle  has  been  the  recipient 


of  several  awards,  among  them  the 
Karl  G.  Maeser  Award  for  Teaching 
Excellence.  He  was  also  named 
Professor  of  the  Year  for  1961. 

Dr.  Riddle  is  a native  of  Salt  Lake 
City.

When  pacifists  styling  themselves 
‘‘peacemaker’’  and 
“humanitarian”  object  to  Military 
Week  as  being  contrary  to  Christ’s 
teachings,  I say:  Who’re  you 
kidding?  You’d  better  catch  up  on 
your  spiritual  homework.  Under 
certain  exigencies  Deity  even 
commands  militarism  (defined  as 
aggressive  military  preparedness) 
and  bloodshed. 

“.  . . the  Lord  has  said  that:  Ye 
shall  defend  your  families  even 
unto  bloodshed.”  (Alma  43:47.) 
“.  . . I established  the  Constitution 
of  this  land,  by  the  hands  of  wise 
men. . .,  and  redeemed  the  land  by 
the  shedding  of  blood.”  (D&C 
101:80.)  Hezekiah  defended 
Jerusalem  by  preparing  for  war, 
God  assisting.  (2  Chron.  32:1-23.) 
Paul  commended  the  faith  of  the 
ancients  who  “subdued 
kingdoms,”  “waxed  valiant  in  the 
fight,  turned  to  flight  the  armies  of 


the  aliens.”  (Heb.  11:30,  33-34.) 

Joseph  Smith  quoted 
Washington:  “To  be  prepared  for 
war  is  one  of  the  most  effectual 
means  of  preserving  peace.”  (DHC, 
6:199.)  To  preserve  the  peace! 
That’s  what  Military  Week  is  all 
about,  you  pacifists  who  want  a 
Peace  Week.  Again  from  the 
Prophet:  “.  . . it  may  be  that  the 
Saints  will  have  to  beat  their 
ploughs  into  swords,  for  it  will  not 
do  for  men  to  sit  down  patiently 
and  see  their  children  destroyed.” 
(DHC,  6:365,  also  605.)  Speak  of 
displaying  military  might, 
Lieutenant  General  Joseph  Smith 
paraded  with  the  Nauvoo  Legion 
down  the  streets  of  Nauvoo  several 
occasions. 

Any  able-bodied,  mentally 
competent  American  male  who  is 
not  willing  to  bear  arms  in  his 
country’s  defense,  or  who 
repudiates  that  defense,  does  not 
deserve  to  enjoy  the  fruits  of 
freedom.

Mourning  that  it  was 
necessary  that  men  die  in  war, 
prayer  in  humble  thanks  for  our 
preservation  and  the  lives  and 
courage  of  those  who  preserved  our 
freedom,  meditation  and  resolve 
that  we  too  will  fight  to  preserve 
our  freedom,  but  that  America  will 
never  sacrifice  her  sons  in  the  vain 
and  arrogant  search  for  power, 
prestige,  conquest,  domination, 
glory,  and  pride. 

To  Americans,  life  has  always 
been  highly  prized,  but  there  are 
some  among  us  who  are  more  than 
willing  to  sacrifice  the  lives  of  their 
brothers  for  the  realization  of  such 
symbolic  abstractions. 

Let  us  all  be  aware  of  the  horror 
of  war,  and  if  necessity  forces  it 
upon  us,  may  we  have  the  wisdom 
to  control  its  magnitude  that  not 
one  life  is  sacrificed  to  such 
prideful  idols.

Handicapped  by  the  fact  that  his  office  has  been  in  existence 
only  one  year  and  by  the  fact  that  he  suffered  a severe  whiplash  as 
result  of  two  automobile  accidents,  Don  has  had  a rough  time. 

“It’s  been  far  from  an  ideal  situation,  but  I’ve  enjoyed  it  thorough 
he  said.

“We  had  The  Lettermen  and  every  thing  was  n 
to  roll.  The  catch  on  this  project  was  that  we  couldn’t  get  around 
reasonable  price.”  Nevertheless,  Don  hopes  to  make  the  fieldh 
concert  a reality  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

BRIGHTER  SIDE 

On  the  brighter  side  of  things,  Don  has  some  great  ideas  which  he 
put  into  motion  this  year.  One  of  them  is  “Cougar  Days.” 

“I  have  been  concerned  for  some  time  that  campus  organizal 
haven’t  been  able  to  raise  funds  on  campus.  We’re  trying  to  correct  thi 
having  a carnival  where  clubs  can  set  up  booths  and  raise  fund  money 
way,”  he  clarified.

Ike  Uncertain 


WASHINGTON  (AP)-Army 
doctors  reported  for  the  first  time 
Tuesday  they  are  uncertain 
whether  former  President  Dwight 
D . Eisenhower  will  survive  his 
latest  heart  problems. 

Physicians  at  the  Walter  Reed 
Army  Hospital  said  in  a morning 
medical  bulletin  that  the  general’s 
condition  has  not  worsened  since 
Monday.  They  announced  then 
that  he  had  been  beset  by  a flareup 
of  a previous  episode  of  severe 
congestive  heart  failure. 

But  they  also  said  Tuesday  “the 
eventual  outlook  remains 
guarded.”  That  is,  they  indicated 
there  is  uncertainty  as  to  whether 
Eisenhower  will  recover.
